The Curbside Pilot Program of the city of 
Sierra Madre, in conjunction with Western Waste 
Industries, will begin on Monday, Oct. 23 to provide 
curbside pickup of recyclable materials which include 
newspapers, aluminum cans, glass bottles, jars and 
plastic soft drink containers. 

The program will benefit the city of Sierra Madre 
by extending the life of the currently used Scholl 
Canyon Landfill and will also bring Sierra Madre 
into compliance with the mandated 5 percent of fill J 
material delivered to Scholl Canyon in 1990. '' 

It will also provide an opportunity to conserve ; 
valuable natural resources, as well as saving energy. 

Each household in the test area will receive con- 
tainers at no charge provided by Western Waste' 

Industries for the storage of the recyclables. A set of 
detailed instructions relating to the program require¬ 
ments will be delivered with each container. 

The pilot program will consist of the house¬ 
holds in the normal Monday refuse collection route 
area. 

The duration of this pilot program is approxi- ... 

mately six months and will allow city officials to col- . 

lect data relating to the household participation and ‘ 

related cost factors. 

The cost of the pilot program will be divided 
equally between Western Waste Industries and the 
city of Sierra Madre.

Angry citi^ns plan investigation strategies 


As The News was preparing a series of articles 
on the growing dissension in the community (see 
article elsewhere in this issue), yet another group of 
concerned citizens gathered at the Park House last 
week to air their dissatisfaction with City Hall and 
the City Council. 

The opening meeting, billed as a citizens’ forum 
to express opinions on “downzoning of property, 
loss or property rights, and hastily and poorly 
written ordinances lacking fairness,” drew an atten¬ 
dance of some 30 people. 

Various complaints were voiced about restrictive 
new and proposed ordinances, inconsistent interpre¬ 
tation of codes, lack of code enforcement, inor¬ 
dinate delays in taking action, confiscation of pro¬ 
perty rights and overall lack of fairness on the part 
of the city administration. City Council and Planning 
Commission. 

Two of the citizens spoke at length on their 
concerns. Shelby Pope expressed the hope that the 
various different groups fo concerned citizens which 
have formed could work together to address the nu- 
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merous problems currently existing in the city. 

She listed a number of council and city ac¬ 
tions causing dissension and cited her own partic¬ 
ular concern over changing interpretations of code 
requirements by City Hall, with “one response on 
Tuesday, another on W'ednesday and still another 
on Thursday.” 

“A lot of property owners are not being treated 
fairly. One is told he can't use his property a cer¬ 
tain way and another down the street is allowed to 
do so,” she said. 

"The result is neighbors fighting, chaos. Nobody 
knows what is going on.” 

She also expressed the opinion that the city is 
ignoring state mandated procedures in many cases, 
citing the Ad Hoc General Plan Committee as an 
example of not following the requirements of state 
law in their recommendations. “Successful litigation 
on the part of property owners unhappy with the 
recommendations could result,” she said. 

Architect Don Watts expressed the opinion that 
the city should be more consistent in enforcing the 
code and enact fair ordinances which do not harm 
one segment for the benefit of another. 

“This is the only city I know where ordinances 
are passed as reactions, rather than as a result of 
studying the facts and issues,” he said, adding, 
“Codes are not enforced equally.” 

“It would be nice to have a conservancy.” 
he stated, but criticized both the downzoning pro¬ 
posals and the Hillside Ordinance. “To take some¬ 
one’s property is unfair,” he said. 

Dorothy Hobiack criticized the proposed down¬ 
zoning from R-3 to R-2 and R-1, presenting a letter 
from former Councilman Loren Pratt, written in 1954, 
citing a study which showed that Sierra Madre had 
84 Vi percent R-1 zoned property as compared to 72 
percent nationally, while R-3 here was 3 '/4 percent 
versus eight percent nationally, and R-2 was nine 
percent verses 12 percent nationally. “Since then we 
have added no new R-3 or R-2, but a great deal of 
R-1,” she said. 

Several members of the audience expressed con- 
em over the proposed fee increases. “The council 
had a public hearing and nobody spoke because no¬ 
body knew what was being proposed.” stated Ruth 
Salem.

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Hearing on secession 
spawns lively debate 






Chairman Frances D. Thompson gaveled down 
repeated outbursts following presentations last 
Thursday before the Los Angeles County Committee 
on School District Organization, and she finally 
spoke sharply, “You are the most difficult group 
we’ve ever heard during a public hearing.” 

Although she had beseeched the school seces¬ 
sionists and non-secessionists at the beginning 
of the public hearing that there would be no ap¬ 
plause since that time would be taken from the time 
allowed, both groups continued to respond, either 
with a spatter of applause or a roar of approval 
or disapproval. 

The meeting was held Thursday evening to hear 
those for and against Sierra Madre’s possible 
secession from Pasadena Unified Schools to .Arcadia 
Schools at Pasadena High School. A subsequent 
meeting was scheduled for this Wednesday evening, 
Oct. 18, at First Avenue Jr. High School, 301 S. 
First Ave., Arcadia. 

Proponents of secession included a long list of 
parerus. 


Opponents of secession included a paid attor- 
eny, three PHS students, a member of the Pasadena 
City Board of Directors, a member of the Pasadena 
School Board, principal of Pasadena High School 
and a message from Jess Hughston, vice mayor of 
Pasadena. 

Basically, those who are for secession pointed 
out reasons of student safety, poor comparable 
scores, congested bus areas, no crossing guards, 
unavailable classrooms and lack of community iden¬ 
tity with Pasadena. 

Sue Levoe, chief petitioner for Sierra Madre 
redistricting, noted that of the 180 questionnaires 
completed following the March public meeting, 
there were two opposed to transferring to Arcadia and 
two were undecided — 90 percent supporting 
secession. 

The original petition garnered about 3800 
registered voters for secession. 

Levoe said that the school district was notified 
three different times concerning what the group.

Percell case today

Jeffrey Stephen Percell entered the court¬ 
room on Tuesday, Oct. 17, but was only there 
for a moment while defense counsel requested 
further continuance to this morning, Thursday, 
Oct. 19, 9 a.m. The reason for the contin¬ 
uance was the absence of Mike Duffey, public 
defender for the case, who was away on 
his honeymoon. 

Percell is charged with murdering his par¬ 
ents, Alice and John Percell, in their home 
on Liliano, Sierra Madre. Bodies of the de¬ 
ceased, killed by gunshot, were found by Sierra 
Madre Police Nov. 16. 

Percell surrendered to Burlington, Vt. 
police Dec. 13 and was extradited after a lengthy 
fight. He is being held without bail and 
continues to plead not guilty. 

The News had learned earlier that Barry 
Post, private attorney, had been retained 
by Purcell’s sister using funds from their 
late parents’ estate. On Tuesday, Post informed 
the judge that a probate court had passed 
judgment that prohibited the funds to be used 
in this manner. 

Post went on to say, “We believe he’s 
not guilty, but our dilemma is we couldn’t 
get the funds for me to come on (as private 
counsel). Percell doesn’t trust Duffev. It’s not a 
matter of guilty or not guilty, it’s a matter of 
the sentenctng involved."

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You have to be determined, patient and 
somewhat of a masochist if you intend to wade 
through the Economics Research Associates 
(ERA) marketing niche report. If interested, a 
copy is at the Sierra Madre Library for your 
reviewing convenience. 

If graphs and statistics are your forte, 
you will find plenty to analyze. There are 
analyses of available commercial building 
space, numbers of buildings per business type; 
multiple-tenant building composition survey 
and more. 

There are tables which present a review 
of taxable sales for the years of 1980 - 1988; 
show per capita taxable retail sales for 1980 - 
1988; present demographic estimates; review 
estimated household and family income dis¬ 
tribution. 

Then you can also find selected employ¬ 
ment characteristics for several selected years; 
review commercial and residential property 
sales transactions on and near the main street 
of Sierra Madre Blvd. as well as consider re¬ 
cent residential property sales in the vicinity 
of the boulevard from January to May, 1989. 

You can get a quick handle of what all 
the heavy stuff says by turning to Section II, 
Executive Summary — Recommendations. In 
very brief summary form, the consultant re¬ 
views the nine substantive topics contained in 
the report. 


For instance in the review summary of 
Existing Business Performance (Section III) 
you’ll find that . . Sierra Madre residents 
spend about $900 per capita per year on tax¬ 
able retail goods, a very low level of at-home 
spending, based upon both lack of goods in 
town and easy availability of goods at con¬ 
venient locations not far from the city.” 

Further in that same section you’ll un¬ 
cover the fact that, “Roughly 135,000 square 
feet of retail floor space is in usejn the down¬ 
town area, of a total of 350,0(X) square feet 
in commercial structures. On average, the retail 
floor space is performing at $66 per year 
per square foot of sales volume of taxable sales. 
This does not count the nontaxable sales of 
groceries/food and prescription drugs. Gen¬ 
erally, however, retail floor space is perform¬ 
ing very modestly.” 

Food for thought for the local retailer 
is that modest $9(X) per capita per year ex¬ 
penditure. For example, in Arcadia that figure 
is $7638; in San Dimas it is $3603 and in 
Temple City, $3122, Even if you make ad¬ 
justments for the difference in those com¬ 
munities population figures (31,925 to 49,112) 
and therefore anticipated increase retail sales 
per capita, the substantial difference suggests 
some considerations. Is it only because we don’t 
have a broad mix of retail stores? How about 
the availability of merchandise? Do our hours 
of operation and business attitude contribute 
to that difference? 

The point is there are many factors that 
probably cause the difference. Our task will 
be to figure out what factors are the most 
important and what positive improvements we 
can make... if any. More about the marketing 
niche next week.

Frank Ferrante returned, in the guise of Groucho 
Marx, to his former school, St. Rita’s School in 
Sierra Madre, for a little while last week. 

He brought with him anecdotes of what life is 
like as a kid growing up in Sierra Madre, as a 
youth reaching out to grab a dream, and as an 
accomplished actor now appearing at the Pasadena 
Playhouse.

Rising fees 
reach $1.4 miiiion 

Increased fees and service charges which 
would cost Sierra Madreans upward of $1.4 million 
a year, over and above property taxes, are the sub¬ 
ject of current City Council consideration. 

The services cover some 102 city activities, of 
which 48 are currently recommended for increases 
this year to meet the city’s costs in providing them, 
as estimated in a $65,000 report by Management 
Services Institute (MSI). 

Another 15 fee increases have already been 
adopted for Parks & Recreation and Library ser¬ 
vices, adding $35,140 to the annual revenue for these 
two departments. 

Total additional city revenue for the 63 services 
comes to $336,822. 

An ordinance which would delegate authority to 
City Administrator Jim McRea to determine “costs 
reasonably borne” by the fees will be before the 
City Council at the Oct. 24 council meeting for 
adoption by reading of first title only. 

The ordinance defines “costs” as including a 
complete range of expenses such as salaries, supplies, 
printing, computer costs, maintenance and opera¬ 
tion expenses and even depreciation, overhead and 
debt service. 

The ordinance recommends fees which 
recover 100 percent of these costs for most of the 
services, with a number to be phased in over a 
period of several years. 

Recommendations for two phased in¬ 
creases were provided for the council for the 
Oct. 10 meeting: a 35 percent increase in water

Flags purchased 
by volunteers

The city will have 36 new U.S. flags to fly this 
year in time for Veteran’s Day, thanks to a drive 
spearheaded by VFW member George Jetter. The old 
3x5 flags put up by the city crews for our national 
holidays are almost 10 years old, “in sad shape,” 
says Jetter and very much in need of replacing. 

When the word got out about the need to raise 
money for purchasing the flags the response was 
almost immediate. Donations have totaled almost 
$7(X) and were made by the Sierra Madre VFW, Ki- 
wanis. Woman’s club, the Priscillas and a personal 
donation by Mayor Pro Tern George Maurer. Cost 
of the new flags is about $19 each thus making 
it possible for the purchase to be made in time for 
the November holiday. They will be made of nylon 
which is the longest wearing material.

rates, phased in over a two-year period, and a 
1000 percent increase in sewer fees, from 50 
cents per month basic fee to $10 per month, 
phased in over a four-year period, both starting 
Dec. 15. 

Of the 102 services, 29 currently have no 
charge. Of these, 15 are scheduled for fees be¬ 
ginning this year, ranging from $2 to $330. 

Four services are proposed to be financed 
through assessment districts which would require 
approval of the people affected by the assessments. 
These include street maintenance and reconstruc¬ 
tion, operation ^of street lights, maintenance of 
street landscape and lighting, and maintenance of 
street trees. 

The ordinance specifies a minimum charge 
of $10 for all services (with two exceptions) which 
would increase up to a dozen of the charges re¬ 
commended by the MSI report considerably beyond 
their estimate for 100 percent recovery of costs. 

Following adoption of the ordinance and a 
resolution establishing “a schedule of fees and 
charges for city services,” a public hearing is re¬ 
quired with “appropriate data” made available to 
the public at least 10 days prior to the meeting. 
Such public hearings are required at least annually 
before any action is taken on new or increased 
fees or charges. 

Appeals may be filed only if the fees are con¬ 
sidered in excess of “costs reasonably borne” or 
improperly reviewed. 

All 102 fees and charges will be reviewed 
periodically, and at least annually, to determine 
further increases (or decreases) needed to recover 
the city’s costs. 

Of the 28 fee increases remaining before the 


council for implementation this year, only 29 have 
proposed charges which can readily be compared to 
current charges, the remainder containing ranges of 
different fees or other complicating factors. 

For interested readers the 29 readily comparable 
fees are listed below to provide a basis of com¬ 
parison on these service fee increases and gain a 
general idea of the scope of the proposals.

News starts investigation of ERA suggestions 


The first aiiniveisary of the City Council’s Octo¬ 
ber, 1988 approval ot $8.4 million in revenue bonds 
was marked with a presentation by David Wilcox 
of Economic Research Associates (ERA) on possi¬ 
bilities for revitalizing the downtown of Sierra 
Madre. 

The bond contract requires that the city spend 
or encumber all of the bond monies within a three 
year period which has not dwindled to two years. 

The spiending plan, submitted as another require¬ 
ment, listed an expenditure of S2 million by the 
Community Redevelopment Agency (CRA) for im¬ 
provements in the central business district. 

Hence, the ERA recommendations present op¬ 
portunities for spending the monies in a manner 
which will bring the greatest benefit for the expendi¬ 
ture. 

The ERA report lists a number of ways CRA 
funds can be utilized to enhance the downtown area, 
some of which could, at the same time, increase the 
tax increments which are the CRA’s source of fund¬ 
ing, by increasing assessed valuation of the pro¬ 
perties involved. 

In this and subsequent articles The News will 
take a look at the ERA recommendations and the 
four different approaches to improving the economic 
scenario of the downtown businesses which the study 
explored, and ways in which the CRA might par¬ 
ticipate financially. 

Entitled 1) “Pro-Active Status Quo,” 2) “Street 
Rehab, Infill, Seismic Safety Concept,” 3) “Land Use 
Exchange Concept,” and 4) “Shopping Center Con¬ 
cept,” the four alternatives would require in¬ 
creasing CRA investments, with the Pro-Active Sta¬ 
tus Quo requiring the least and the Shopping Center 
the greatest expenditure of CRA funds. 

The estimated investment for the least ambitious 
of the four (“Status Quo”) would entail CRA ex¬ 


penditures in the range of $140,000 to $175,000 for 
the first year, covering a modest program aimed at 
upgrading what is essentially in place now. 

The second approach would require a potential 
CRA outlay in the order of $1.5 million over a five 
year period and include, in addition to the 
concepts suggested in the “Status Quo” program, 
the addition of buildings in currently vacant lots and 
portions of parking areas, a concerted drive to at¬ 
tract more businesses, and establishment of a Busi¬ 
ness Improvement District (downtown assessment 
district), plus additional businesses in the East Monte- 
cito area. 

The third approach (“Land Use Exchange”) 
would require expenditures possibly running as high 
as $15 to $20 million over the next decade and 
would involve relocation of the Congregational 
Church for redevelopment of that land, plus the 
church-owned buildings to the east and across the 
street and including the R.C. Modeler buildings attd 
parking lot. 

This approach also envisions utilizing the park 
ing lot to the south of Howie’s Market for de 
velopment of additional buildings, plus the Mari¬ 
posa Parking Lot, with underground parking. 


The fourth alternative (“Shopping Center”) 
would entail such substantial financing that CRA 
could participate only at a minor level. It would in¬ 
volve the relocation of residents in the area adjoining 
Auburn and Montecito behind the Old City Hall and, 
since the CRA does not have the power of eminent 
domain, would require willing sellers. 

Both this concept and that of a Senior Citizen 
Retirement Hotel is this area were not in ERA’S 
final recommendation, which was a combina¬ 
tion of the second and third alternatives. 

In our next article we will take a look at the 
various economic and demographic factors which 
ERA compiled and utilized in reaching the con 
elusions on which it based its recommendations, 
including such factors as average income; buying 
power and shopping patterns of Sierra Madreans; 
anaylses of types of businesses which could most 
advantageously be added, and suggestions to aid 
existing businesses in garnering a gieatei share of 
the potential market. 

Beyond that, in subsequent articles, we will 
take an in depth look at the four alternative sug¬ 
gestions for revitalizing downtown Sierra Madre.

The News starts feature 
on controversial activists 


Sierra Madre has always been blessed with 
citizens who care The list of organizations devoted 
to community betterment is near-endless and sup¬ 
porters rally to worthy fund drives and special 
causes. 

Sometimes, however, the blessing becomes a 
mixed one, with dedicated volunteers rally to op¬ 
posing sides, each convinced theirs is the white hat 
position and the dissenters possessed only with 
selfish and vindictive motives 

Heated battles have been waged over cut and fill 
developments in the hillsides, check dams in the can¬ 
yon, bond issues, bussing and neighborhood 
disputes. Several bruising recalls have divided the 
commiinitv and left scars for some years after. 

Today the winds of dissention are once again 
blowing through Sierra Madre, fanned by citizens 
who do now with to be contentious, but feel certain 
their views must prevail — for the welfare of the 
community. 

In a series of articles on the numerous con¬ 
troversial conceins, proposals, accusations and 
counter-accusations which have been mushrooming 
near-exponentially, The News will attempt to take a 
look at some of the newly-formed activist groups, 
what they are attempting to accomplish, why they 
feel they must press for change, how their op- 
pontents, who claim to be victims, view their ac¬ 
tivities, and how a City Council, caught in the 
crossfire, has been trying to find solutions. 

Among the most controversial concerns are two 
which have gained numerous vociferous followers. 

“Preservation” has become the catch word. 
Preserve our historic houses, keep our scenic 
hillsides untrammeled by development, protect our 
trees, retain the character of Sierra Madre, allow 
change only for “enhancement.” 

The preservationists see themselves as knights in 
shining armor, defending the priceless treasures of 
Sierra Madre. Opponents, however, are saying they 
are but would-be brothers’ keepers, bent on con¬ 
fiscating the basic rights of property owners. 

The City Council, attempting to respond to the 
pressures, has established a number of short-term 
and quasi-permanent committees and commissions 
to give them advice on the direction constituents would 
like to see them take. 

Unfortunately, the proposals which have been 
forthcoming seem to be pleasing almost no one, one 
side claiming they don’t go far enough, the other 


that they go beyond all reason. 

The second catch word has become “enforce¬ 
ment.” Activist groups are pressing for more str¬ 
ingent code enforcement, strict adherence to prompt 
and proper procedures and, beyond that, added 
restrictions, regulations and prohibitions. 

Citizens patrol the town and study applications 
to catch violations and what they feel are objec¬ 
tionable proposals. 

Those accused of violations and unreasonable 
requests for variances increasingly resort to litiga¬ 
tion and threats of law suits to defend what they feel 
are their rights. 

The city finds itself castigated on one hand for 
being too lax, too indecisive, prone to delay and pro¬ 
crastination, while at the same time those who see 
themselves as victims claim decisions are made 
precipitously and enforcement is handled capricious¬ 
ly under pressure. 

In our next article we will take a look at one of 
largest activist groups, the Homeowners/Residents 
Association, what it sees as its mission, what it hopes 
to accomplish and how its actions are viewed by 
those who see things differently. Beyond that, we 
will subsequently take a look at one of the fastest 
growing groups, the Sierra Madre Hillside Coali¬ 
tion, followed by the Ad Hoc General Plan Com¬ 
mittee, the Ad Hoc Conservancy Committee, the 
Tree Preservation Committee, the Main Street 
Design Review Committee and the various proposals 
that have been submitted to the council, each of 
which appears only to fan more controversy even 
before the council can consider the suggestions, 
much less take action. We will include, too, some of 
the peripheral hot spots which are adding fuel to the 
central fires already burning: traffic safety enforce¬ 
ment, adequate parking, earthquake safety, increas¬ 
ed fees for city services, suggestions for retirement 
homes and shopping malls, and both spending and 
payment requirements imposed on the city by the 
year-old $8 million dollar bond issue. 

Like a Santa Ana, the winds of discontent are 
blowing throughout Sierra Madre and the flames of 
controv(,isy are threatening .m all-encompassing 
conflag.ation. 

Perhaps, if we can stand back and look at both 
the pros and cons with dispassion, we can still find 
ways to work together for the community, sharing 
our care and seeking answers that do not demand 
unfair sacrifices by some for the benefit of others. 


Coyotes come for food; 
threaten area small pets 


There are coyotes in ‘them that hills” and 
they are coming down closet and closer to civili¬ 
zation. In fact, they are here, accordtng to Mike 
Poe, field supervisor at Pasadena Humane Society. 
And almost everyone living in Sierra Madre can 
attest to that fact since most everybody has 
seen a coyote from time to time. 

Poe lists ways to discourage the dog-like 
creatures from encroaching on property: keep lids 
on garbage cans; don’t leave food out for domes¬ 
tic animals; don’t leave small animals outside at 
night; fence your property; expect more of a prob¬ 
lem if you have fruit trees or swimming pools. 

“The coyote doesn’t think he’s trespassing. He 
just wants to get to food,” Poe says. 

He notes that many coyotes live near garbage 
dumps and landfills since those are good sources 
of food. However, if the animals run out of food, 
they will also go for small domestic animals when 
they run out of wild animals. 

Their menu contains ’possums, rats, gophers, 
moles, snakes. Some have been found with milk 
cartons and meat wrappers still in their stomachs. 

“They are one of the last predators left in 
California,” Poe explains. In packs they will also 
attack deer that are crippled, injured or sick. “Our 
job is to keep the coyote away, and you can’t 
do that if you feed them or leave food out for 
your domestic animals.” 

Poe says the coyote travels between five and 
50 miles per day, looking for food. They can be 
seen more between the months of March and Octo¬ 
ber. When it is colder, they don’t travel as much. 


he says. Females tend to travel less than males 
because they are tending their babies or trying to 
find food for their babies. 

Females begin having pups from six months to 
a year and coyotes live fewer years than dogs be¬ 
cause it is more difficult in the wild to survive. 

Poe explains that they build dens by burrowing 
a hole in the ground near thickets. They are very 
family-oriented and care for each other and for their 
young. 

Is it possible to determine if a small animal 
has been attacked by a coyote versus a dog? 
Poe says that dogs also kill small animals. If a dog 
kills an animal, there are bite marks only. If a 
coyote does the kill, he usually eats part of the dead 
animal. 

“Coyotes are very difficult to trap humanely. 
We usually use dog traps which are a large cage 
with food in it,” Poe says. 

One was found in the hills of Pasadena caught 
in a jaw trap. The Pasadena Humane Society 
took the adult male coyote to a veterinarian who 
stitched the animal’s wounds. The animal tore out 
the stitches and licked the wound while it healed. 
They took the coyote to Angeles Forest and let it go. 

Generally, they are not rabid, Poe says. Mostly 
skunks and bats have that disease. 

Poe has been with the Pasadena Humane So¬ 
ciety for five years and has had course work at 
California State Humane Academy as well as the 
advanced academy. He has also attended Rio 
Hondo Police Academy and continues taking training 
in animal behavior.

The defibrillation program in Sierra Madre 
was started Jan. 1, 1989 and a special open house 
is scheduled for Nov. 4 at 2 p.m. at the fire facili¬ 
ties to celebrate purchase of the life-saving 
machine. 

Lowe explained that the defibrillator computer 
analyzes electrical information from the 
heart and communicates to the user (the EMTs) 
whether shock is called for or not. Shock is done 
in two rhythms: ventricular fibrillation and ven¬ 
tricular tachecardia. The former occurs when the 
heart muscle is in spasm and not pumping, 
explained that tachecardia is a very fast heart beat. 

First a heart attack paiieni goes into tachecardia 
and then into fibrillation. The machine can only be 
used when there is no pulse and no breathing. 

The average time for Sierra Madre EMTs to 
rcsKh a patient is 2.1 minutes. In Los Angatas 
County, as of last weak, there were 11 “saves” 
out of 1*1 pattaou. Lowe reported. 

Does the Sterra Madre VoluiMeer Fire Dept. 


have any plans to give free CPR training? Lowe 
explained that although they have six mannikins to 
use in training, there is a lack of fire personnel 
available. 

“Mrs. Law was clinically dead throughout the 
whole episode and now she is perfectly fine. She is 
speaking well. 1 just talked with her today (Tuesday) 
and she says the only problem she has is with her 
chest. It hurts because in CPR the sternum andl 
several ribs are cracked and broken. That is very 
common with that treatment,” Lowe concluded.

Questions were raised concerning the need for 
increasing fees and the necessity of the $8.4 mil¬ 
lion bond issue, with criticism directed at the use of 
Water Fund for other purposes. “We want to know 
where the money is going.” 

Former Councilman Sam Simpson objected to 
“robbing the Water Department to pay off the 
bonds.” 

Lack of code enforcement was blamed by 
condominium owner Carolyn Valencia who found 
flagrant violations in her condo. 

Two others. Sue and Dick Wheeler, pointed to 
delays in getting action by the city, citing tneir side¬ 
walk on Grandview which has been torn up for 
seven months. 

The proposed Hillside Ordinance came in for 
considerable criticism with an opinion that the people 
who own that land should “have the right to do 
the things they had the right to do when they 
bought it.” 

Also criticized was the proposed Tree Preserva¬ 
tion Ordinance, both for not including a specific 
list of trees which are beneficial to the environ¬ 
ment and for invasion of property rights. 

Additional criticisms were directed at use of out¬ 
side consultants “to tell us what we need,” lack of 
ability on the part of the council to make decisions, 
confusion caused by differing advice being given the 
council by the city administrator and city attorney, 
protracted delays and wasted money entailed in start¬ 
ing the Mariposa Parking Lot project, the proposal 
for a retirement hotel, lack of proper notification 
on pending matters, delays in attacking the problem 
of illegal rentals, and lack of enforcement of condi¬ 
tions placed on developers, with the Jameson Estate 
cited as a specific case. 

Members of the audience called, variously, for 
a change in everything from the city administra¬ 
tion, City Council and Planning Commission to city 
staff, current ad hoc committees and legal counsel. 

The opinion was voiced that various con¬ 
cerned groups need to cooperate and work together, 
that organization of citizens with like concerns is 
necessary to convince City Hall and the City Coun¬ 
cil that their concerns must be given attention. 

Several interested members of both the Home¬ 
owners/Residents Association and the Hillside Coal¬ 
ition were present at the meeting. 

Another meeting of the group, which has 
adopted the title of Citizens For Fair Government, 
has been set for Friday, Nov. 17, 7:30 in the Park

Sierra Madre Parents for Better Education, was do¬ 
ing and they received no response. They contacted 
Anne Pursel, Pasadena School Board president, 
who met with them June 6 and, according to Levoe, 
“Mrs. Pursel never offered to work with us regarding 
our concerns of educational quality and student 
safety. Instead, she indicated that she hoped we 
would fail in our redistricting attempt because she 
feels that Sierra Madreans and their children are 
the role models for the entire district.” 

Bart Doyle, another petitioner for SMPBE, 
said, “Race is a ruse that is being used to block 
discussion of student safety and educational help.” 
He also noted that if secession takes place. Sierra 
Madre would be “trading one multi-ethnic school 
district for another.” 

Counsel for PUSD worries about adverse effect 

Carolyn Carlburg, counsel hired by the Pasadena 
Unified School District to fight secession, said that 
secession “would be an adverse effect on district 
programs” and pointed out that the district would 
suffer a loss of revenue (on ‘Aid To Dependent 
Children). 

She said, “The issue is not whether Arcadia is 
better, as some of us feel, or that Pasadena is 
better, as some of us feel. We debate it and object 
to it ... We do think there are substantial 
ties (to Pasadena). They have gone unissued. Pasa¬ 
dena is the cultural center of the San Gabriel 
Valley, the technological center of the San Gabriel 
Valley, the academic center of the San Gabriel 
Valley ... The right choice is not an issue tonight.” 

She continued, “We cannot allow . . . prefer¬ 
ence, strong desires of a small part of the district 
to predominate over a large part.” 

Arcadia School Board President Mary Dough¬ 
erty noted that two properties (Sierra Madre 
School and Sierra Mesa School) would transfer to 
Arcadia if the annex is completed. She also noted 
that the board “emphasizes the importance that all 
of Arcadia will have the right to vote (if the com¬ 
mission passes the question to a vote).” 

Some of the proponents, speaking first, brought 
up various stories concerning the Pasadena Unified 
School District that had changed their minds to¬ 
ward secession. 

Analogy to ‘polluted river’ 

Yolanda Malone made the analogy of the two 
school systems as two rivers “running by your 
home. You can drink from the polluted river or 


secession noted “the long tradition (with Pasadena) 
which we shouldn’t give up lightly.” 

George Van Alstine, president of the Inter¬ 
denominational Ministerial Alliance, came out 
against secession. He said, “Neither Pasadena 
School District is quite as bad as it has been des¬ 
cribed and Arcadia School District is not quite as 
good as it has been described. The issue of race is 
there. I don’t believe the people of Sierra Madre 
are racially motivated,” but he said that racial 
injustice is noted. 

Kids speak for PUSD 

Polly Erickson, Alisha Clawson and the high 
school representative of the school board, all 
Pasadena High School students, spoke against 
secession. Erickson compared her experience in a 
private school as opposed to a public school and 
said she liked the “diversified environment” of PHS. 

Clawson said that secession offends her. “I 
have not seen evidence saying that Arcadia is 
superior.” 

Kathryn Knack, member of the Pasadena City 
Board of Directors, noted that she was a former 
member of the Pasadena Board of Education. She 
said, “If we . . . allow removal from our 
public school students from the upper economic 
(echelons), the public school stands in 
jeopardy. Pasadena supports public schools and we 
urge you to deny secession.” 

Judy Codding, principal of Pasadena High 
School, said, “Sierra Madre’s seceding would have 
an adverse effect and impact on PUSD ... By 
allowing those students to leave would be turning 
our backs on sustaining unity and diversity.” 

A Spanish woman came with her interpreter 
and said that she would take secession as “dis¬ 
crimination.” 

Noreen Diaz said that as a third generation 
Mexican American she found a diverse program 
available at PUSD, multi-cultural and multi-racial. 

A black student said, “If Sierra Madre secedes 
where would we be?” 

‘Averages would be affected’ 

Anne Pursel, president of the Pasadena School 
Board, said, “It would be detrimental to lose a 
group of students who test well. It would affect 
our averages.” 

There will be discussion but not action taken 
at the Wednesday, Nov. 1 meeting of the Los Angeles 
County Committee on School District Organization.

from the less polluted river.” 

Kathy Foresta explained her struggle with her 
special needs child at PUSD and how she went back 
to college for special education courses so she could 
find an avenue to get her child into special 
courses. She concluded, “PUSD has failed my son.” 

Theresa Smith compared her experiences of 
having been in both Arcadia and Pasadena School 
Systems and pointed to PUSD when she said, 
“Fear has no place on the school campus.” 

Points to ‘smoke screen’ 

Yen Shih noted “the amount of smoke screen 
over PUSD’s academic performance, safety and 
fractured community.” He said, “There is no lack 
of parental involvement in this community.” He 
continued, “If children are in a multi-cultural 
school that’s great. My daughter goes to Chinese 
school on Saturday, we have taken care of a 
Japanese student . . . We meet other races at 
church ... have sitters (of other races).” 

He said, “ ‘Upset the delicate balance?’ That’s 
PUSD’s excuse for poor performance. Delicate 
balance is an illusion . . . Statistics speak for 
themselves.” 

‘Let our children go’ 

Mark McMillan stated, “I had difficulty in 
school and was ignored for so long ... I was 
exposed to violence on campus . . . Any violence 
is unacceptable . . . Our children will be held 
hostage if we do not have the right to vote . . . Let 
our children go.” 

Kate Cook noted the “overwhelming percen¬ 
tage of parents who elected to pull their children 
out of PUSD . . . Our children need the tools 
of success.”

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Christy Johnson overcomes injury, 
has ceramics featured in gaiieries 


Like a good girl is 
supposed to do, Cristy 
Johnson did what 
her father wanted. 
After graduating from 
San Marino High 
School, she went to col¬ 
lege, Cal State Los An¬ 
geles, and earned a 
degree in English. 

But there came a time, 
as a mother of three little 
children, that this Arca¬ 
dia resident decided to 
do something she had 
always wanted to do. 

She aspired to be an 
artist and to try her 
hand at ceramics. She 
started with classes in 
Monrovia adult educa¬ 
tion, Pasadena City Col¬ 
lege and, finally, Otis 
Art Institute. John¬ 
son explains that she did 
things backwards, be¬ 
cause she learned how 
to throw, form 
and hand build and then 
learned the background, 
and technical knowledge, 
in school. She says that 
she was hooked right 
away and within a year 
had her own equip¬ 
ment and was selling to 
ceramic admirers. 

Though it took some 
time, her father is 
now supportive and 
accepts her work. He 
isn’t alone in recog¬ 
nizing her merit, for 
Johnson is currently 
one of 30 American 
ceramists who are 
showing at “A Spot O’ 
Tea,” the fifth annual 
invitational exhibi¬ 
tion of teapots, at The 
Clayhouse, a contempor¬ 
ary crafts gallery in 


Santa Monica. The 
show will run through 
Nov. 4 at the gallery 
owned by Ken Cat- 
bagen who was Johnson’s 
first teacher in Mon¬ 
rovia 18 years ago. 

She also will be 
participating at “Affaire 
in the Garden,” an out¬ 
door show in Beverly 
Hills on Oct. 21-22. 

It was another show 
that gave her career a 
real boost, however. 
Just over one year ago, 
Johnson put her right 
hand through an old 
glass door in her kit¬ 
chen. A foot-long gash 
causing cut tendons and 
nerves could have 
ended her career, but 
an offer for her first 
solo show at the M.O.A. 
Gallery in West Holly¬ 
wood gave her the moti¬ 
vation to get better. 

Though she has com¬ 
plete mobility in her 
hand, she hasn’t fully 
recovered, but has 
compensated for loss 
of feeling in her hand 
and of function in her 


thumb by reteachina her¬ 
self how to do things 
and with using her lett 
hand more. “1 would 
have thrown (pottery) 
with my feet if I had to,” 
Johnson explains of her 
determination. 

Most mornings she is 
up working in her at- 
home studio by 5 a.m.; 
but Johnson says, “1 am 
excited about going 
to work.” 

Her work has changed 
over the past 16 years, 
from functional items 
such as casseroles and 
planters to more, 
artistic, decorative 
pieces. 

She likes doing the 
one-of-a-kind items 
because she can spend 
more time on them and 
achieve greater artistic 
satisfaction and, finally, 
the satisfaction of doing 
what she really wants to 
do. Johnson recognizes 
her father’s earlier con¬ 
cerns and just shakes 
her head when her daugh¬ 
ter talks about wanting 
to be an artist.
